Name Park System 
After Automobile Man 
Who Gave It 


Flint, Mich., Sept. 23.—-The popu- 
lation of this city became aware 
for the first time that most of the 
park system here was the gift of 
the late J. Dallas Dort, when a 
movement was launched this week 
.to name the system in memory of 
the former automobile manufac- 
turer. 

Mr. Dort dropped dead while 
playing golf here last May. Even 
then the public knew comparatively 
little of his gifts to the city, which 
had been a part of his philanthropy 
for more than a decade. 

Less than 20 years ago there was 
but one small park in Flint. Mr. 
Dort retained engineers, had a sur- 
vey made and was instrumental in 
forming the Flint Park Board. 
Since then he bought many acres 
of ground and gave them to the 
city without public announcement. 
There now are more than 600 acr3s 
of parks here. 

The Park Board today proposed 
to the City Council that the whole 
plot be known hereafter the 
Dort Memorial Park system. 

Others parks named after their 
donors who were leaders in the 
automobile industry here are Mott 
Triangle, the gift of Charles S. 
Mott, vice-president of General 
Motors Corporation; Bassett Park, 
named after Harry H. Bassett,

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Justice and Taxation 
AXES are supposed to be the means by which the body 
politic raises the money necessary to carry on its gov- 
ernmental functions for the benefit of all its members. It 
follows, then, that taxes for the general benefit should bear 


in equal measure on all citizens, according to their ability 
to contribute. Class taxation is unjust and in contravention 
of the spirit of fair play. To levy an impost on one class 
for the benefit of another amounts to an enforeed charity, 
which is pleasing to neither. 

Since 1917 the motor vehicle owners of America 
have been forced to contribute nearly $1,000,000,000 to 
the support of the national government in the form of an 
excise tax. This is distinctly a class tax, since it is lev- 
ied on the purchase price of the motor vehicle and also 
on replacement parts needed to repair damage oceurring 
through accident or wear. 

The one poor excuse for class taxation is found when 
the moneys so raised are spent for the express benefit of the 
class from which they are derived. When funds raised by 
a gasoline tax are spent on the building and maintenance of 
highways, there is a pretense of justice in the impost, since 
the money comes from the motorists, who are the main users 
of the roads. The excise tax on motor cars and parts has 
Jack any such excuse. No man knows for what purpose the 
billion dollars raised by this means has gone, but it certainly 
lia= ot been used to the especial benefit of the motoring com- 

nity of this country. 
ad ii is time to end this anomalous state of affairs. Write 
your congressman and tell him you will watch with interest 
his position with regard to the forthcoming effort to repeal 
the motor vehicle excise tax. 








NEW ILLINOIS 
LAWS DRASTIC 


Ban Placed on Colored| 
Lights, Mufflers and 
Jazz Whistles 


PRINGFIELD, Ill., Sept. 23.— 
New I povern- 
ing traffic on IYlinois high- 
ways are giving automobile 
drivers considerable subject 
matter for study. Examina- 
tion of the restrictions indi- 
cates that the solons were not 
unaware of the “jazz” tenden- 
cies of the age. 

For instance, sport cars nor any 
others, except fire, police and am- 
bulance vehicles, may carry those 
striking red and green lights. 
Neither may they use muffler cut- 
outs, or gongs, or bells, or siren 
whistles. Lastly, it is against the 
law to park on a state highway. 

A brief digest of the new regu- 
lations follows:— 

1. No motor vehicle, except fire. 
police or ambulance, is permitted 
to show any red or green front| 
lights.

The investors claim that after they | 
had paid over their money they found that the substance for | 
which so much had been claimed did not possess the commer- | 
cial virtues which had been alleged. They are suing for can- 
cellation of their contract and return of their money. 

In the very next column is a story, authentic this time, 
describing the revival of the rubber industry in the Amazon 
Valley. The Brazilian industry deals entirely with wild 
rubber, but the estimated crop this year will be in the neigh- 
borhood of 30,000 tons, and as long as high prices prevail 
in the rubber market the Brazilians will continue to gather 
wild rubber and make a profit on it.

NEW FINANCE 
PLAN MAY BOOM 
TRACTOR SALES

ALLAS, Tex., Sept. 23.— 
Of great interest is the 
announcement by the Dallas 
Ford branch of consumma- 
tion of a new finance plan put 
in effect by one of the Texas 
finance companies under 
which the farmer is given 
two years to pay for a Ford- 
son tractor. 

The plan as announced is, in fact, 
several plans allowing the pur- 
chaser several optional methods of 
paying for his Fords and equip- 
ment. The requirements for pur- 
chasing under the plan are defined 
in the announcement as follows: 
“Any farmer whose. statement 
shows a satisfactory net worth, that 
he is fairly entitled to the credit 
requested, and that he will be able 
to meet the deferred payments 
when due, may purchase on these 
plans. The purchaser's character 
and reputation in the community in 
which he lives must be good.” 

Deferred payment notes are 
accepted by the finance company 
without the indorsement of the 
dealer if aH requirements have 
been fulfilled. The purchaser 
must carry fire insurance of the 

Fordson and cqguipment to the 
extent of 75 per cent. of the fac- 
tory price list, and premiums 
must be included in the initial 
down payment. Upon receipt of 
acceptable papers the finance 
company agrees to send the deal- 
er the full list price of the equip- 
ment specified. 

The general plan allows four op- | 
tional methods of payment. The 
monthly payment plan requires a} 
down payment of approximately 
one-fourth of the list price with 
the balance divided into twenty- 
four equal monthly payments. The 
quarterly payment plan requires a 
dowr payment of slightly more 
than one-fourth of the list price 
with the balance divided into eight 
equal payments, due every three 
months.

should be of interest to other dealers who are not moving 
their stocks as they might wish. 


Salesrooms of the two 
cerns are side by side, and the 
lot they are using is next to one 
of them. This compact arrange- 
ment has helped considerably in 
allowing closer co-operation and 
constant surveillance of activi- 
ties on the lot. 

3efore embarking on the open- 
air venture had 
been having trouble moving their 
used cars. A. H. Short, the Buick 
dealer, explains in his own words 
what the situation was and how 
they have found the solution:— 


Sales Had Been Poor 

“We had been keeping our cars 
in a handsome and well-appoint- 
ed used-car room, an adjunct to 
our but 
rated by beautiful French doors. 
Apparently the surrounding 
frightened off many prospects for 
used cars. At any rate, the buy- 
ing public didn’t come in the 
building to look a; the cars in 
any great numberefana our sales 
were falling behind, so that the 
stock constantly increased. 

“The lot next door was vacant, 
so we rented it and decided to 
try selling in the open. All we 
did was to equip it with a few 
white posts and lattice work, 
string a few electric lights, put 
in a cinder floor and build a 
small booth for an office. 

“Not more than two salesmen 
are kept on the ground at a time, 
and they are instructed to let the 
prospect do most of the buying 
—rather than have us do the 
selling. Prospects are watched 
closely as they wander around 
looking at the different cars. If 
tney seem to turn back several 
times to a certain get 
ito one and start it to see how 
‘feels’ back of the wheel, the 
salesman steps forth and trys to 
be of service. We get hundreds 
of iookers who could never be 
induced to go into a used car de- 
artment, and the result is man) 
Additional sales, and much easic:

“This plan works well because 
we have no additional overhead 
except the lot rent and a slightly 
nignher lignt bill.

Now no less 


than five girls are behind the 


counters of the three Boyer stores 


in the motor city, and they sell 
accessories with equally as much 
sangfroid as any man. 

“We have found the girls 


highly satisfactory in every way,” 


Boyer insists. ‘“‘They soon learn 


the stock and they can sell as 
well or better than the men. 
There's really nothing particu- 


lariy difficult about it; our stock 


is arranged in systematic order 
and all gdods are marked in plain 
figures, so they can find any 
article that is called for and sell 
it just as well as any man could. 
Then when it comes to plussing 


a sale they have the advantage 
of men. 

The girls are not asked to 
handle parts, which are often 


heavy and always dirty or greasy, 
and as all stores are open in the 
evening, making very long hours, 
it is aranged to have the girls 
come on at different times so as 
to have them all there during 
the busiest periods of the day 
and yet not overwork them. 
Where there are two girls, one 
comes on in the morning and 
works right through the day, 
while the other starts at noon 
and works till 9 p. m. Thus, 
both are on duty from noon till 
5.30 or 6, but neither works 
more than nine hours a day. 
From the girls’ standpoint, the 
work is highly satisfactory. It 
pays more than selling in other 
types of stores. The accessory 
dealer, as Boyer points out, is 
able to pay a saleswoman a 
higher salary than she can com- 


mand elsewhere, and yet not pay 
her as much as he must pay 
male clerks. He is paying most 


of his girls $30 a week, he says, 
which is $10 or $15 a week more 
than they would get in stores of 


other kinds and is $10 or more 
a week le:s than he pays his 
male clerks. 

It is not necessary that a girl 
know accessories before taking 
such a position, Boyer says. If 
she did know the line, her 
knowledge would be helpful, of 
course, but, as so few women do 
know accessories none is expect- -« 
ed to know anything about the 
business at the time they are em- 
ployed They eatch on very 
quickly, and, as they are taken 
on one at a time, no particular 
difficulty has been experienced 
in training them Boyer is now
